BERLIN (UPI) — East German 
Communists Tuesday accused the 
U.S. Army of ferrying spies in 
and out of Berlin for a “blitzkrieg” 
against the Soviet satellite. The 
charge implied a threat to West 
Berlin's vital airlanes. 


The Communist ADN news 
service said spies and espionage 
material were brought in and out 
of West Berlin “contrary to in- 
ternational law.” It complained 
that the flights were comparable 
to the American intelligence 
flights over Russia. 


ADN made the charge after an- 
nouncing that Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev had been invited to 
East Germany en route home to 
Moscow from the Paris summit 
conference.

$397 Billion 


WASHINGTON (#—The personal 
income of all Americans increased 
by $3.4 billion in April to a record 
annual rate of $397 billion. It was 
the biggest advance in four 
months. 


Reporting this Tuesday, the 
Commerce department attributed 
most of the rise to a spurt in 
construction work, due to better 
weather, an increase in farm 
income. 


Wage and salary payments 
were up nearly $2 billion to a 
seasonably adjusted annual rate 
of $271 billion. The report said 
higher payrolls in the construction 
field accounted for nearly half 
of the increase. 


Payrolls of state and local gov- 
ernments and trade and service 
establishments also showed an 
April gain but manufacturing pay- 
rolls were down slightly. Wage 
and salary payments by manu- 
facturers of building materials 
and soft goods advanced but the 
gains were more than offset by 
declines in the automotive and 
metals industries.

Much Stifter Test 


When President Eisenhower refused 
to grovel completely after going so far as 
to pledge there would be no repeats of 
the U-2 “spy in the sky” business, Khru- 
shchev yesterday reached into his deck 
and whipped out the card he was waiting 
to play. 

Communist diplomats immediately 
flashed word around Paris, boldly stating 
that the Soviet Premier is ready to fly 
to East Berlin to sign a separate peace 
treaty this week. 


In so doing he would perpetuate the 
division of Germany. He previously 
had warned that such a treaty would end 
all Western rights in West Berlin, includ- 
ing access to its garrisons there. 


Whether or not this latest threat made 
in Paris turns out to be another bluff re- 
mains to be seen but certainly the immi- 
nent seriousness of the situation cannot 
be shrugged aside. 


Little in the way of concrete accom- 
plishments were expected at the outset 


from the summit meeting. But Khru-. 


shchev wanted it held. Now we know 
more of the reason behind his doing so. 
It was another round in the Soviet 
Union’s strategy of gaining its objective 
in whatever manner that it is most ex- 
pedient at a given time. 


The extent of the Soviet leader’s 
propaganda victory in using the U-2 
incident .to wreck the summit con- 
ference has mounted to formidable pro- 
portions. But even so, it is important for 
the United States to keep the facts in 
proper perspective. 

Still basic are the reasons reconnais- 
sance flights were necessary. 


Since 1946 when Stalin launched the 
cold war, the non-Communist nations 
have had to live, as Secretary Herter said, 
in “a state of apprehension with respect 
to Soviet intentions.” With the develop- 
ment of destructive nuclear missiles, the 
threat of surprise attack has increased. 


In our open society, Soviet intelligence 
agents can and do gather military infor- 
mation with little trouble. But the Soviet 
Union remains so tightly closed that the 
West is forced “to gather by every pos- 
sible means the information required to 
protect the United States and the free 
world against surprise attack.” 


There were many guesses as to why 
Khrushchev chose to disrupt the con- 
ference. But the obvious reason is that 
he saw no possibility of forcing the West 
to accept his harsh terms for a settlement 
of the Berlin question. 


Therefore, he seized the plane inci- 
dent as a means of attempting to black- 
mail the United States. 


Moscow’s ambitions remain the same, 
to take over the role of U.S. leadership 
in the world. 

The days ahead will be trying ones 
for U.S. and Western diplomacy. The cold 
war has turned icy and its frigid winds 
encompass the globe with increased fury.

Cabinet Post for Cities 
Should Be Established 


Mayors of the United States ended 
their annual meeting in Chicago with an 
earnest plea to the government that it 
create a cabinet-level post for urban 
affairs. Atlanta’s Mayor Hartsfield long 
has argued for such a decision and with- 
out question the resolution has merit. 


It is Mayor Hartsfield’s contention 
that President Eisenhower, for example, 
having spent most of his life in the Army, 
understandably has no concept of mu- 
nicipal affairs and the problems of cities. 


Apparently other mayors agree. The 
cities are constantly under pressure to 
provide more services. There is also the 
matter of schools which are crowded and 
short in classroooms and teachers. The 
mayor of any city bears the brunt of it. 
The people want more. But the same peo- 
ple do not want to pay for it. They expect 
a great deal more without any increase in 
taxes. 


The cities need more help from their 
states, practically all of which are geared 
to rural legislative dominance and a 
short-sighted hostility toward cities even 
though they keep the state capitols, the 
governors, the legislatures, et al, in busi- 


ness. ‘ 


More and more liaison will be required 
between cities and the federal’ govern- 
ment. A cabinet post for cities makes as 
much sense as does a cabinet position for 
agriculture. There are fewer people in all 
American agriculture than in the com- 
bined populations of just two of our 
largest urban areas. There already is a 
federal-municipal partnership in urban 
renewal and public housing. There must 
be more of it in other fields as the cities 
continue to grow. 


We hope the government will act 
realistically and at least make a begin- 
ning toward official recognition of the 
needs of American cities by establishing 
a secretaryship for urban affairs.

Federal Aid to Education 
Heading for Showdown 


Federal aid to education, so desper- 
ately needed and yet posing so complex a 
problem, will either do or die this week. 


Efforts will be made today to bring 
up a House bill sponsored by Rep. 
Frank Thompson Jr. (D-NJ). It is not a 
satisfactory bill but if passed it has a 
good chance to be signed by the President. 
It is wholly a construction bill and. does 
not go into the financial needs of teach- 
ers. 


It would provide $325,000,000 annu- 
ally for three years. To meet Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s concession to states rights, the 
states must match the funds on a 50-50 
basis during the second and third years. 
It is estimated that the Thompson bill 
would finance construction of 40,000 class- 
rooms.: The national need is for about 
132,000. 


If the House bill is called up there 
will be an effort made to substitute for it 
a Senate measure. This latter legislation 
would provide $1,800,000,000 in grants 
applicable to construction and teacher 
salaries. But the White House has passed 
along word that this bill would be vetoed 
if passed. Therefore, the Thompson bill— 
for construction only—is regarded as the 
one, half-a-loaf chance for federal aid 
to education this year. 

We prefer the Senate bill. But if it is 
impossible, then certainly we urge all dis- 
senters to join in support of the House 
proposal if it survives the parliamentary 
moves today. :

Majority of Americans Seen as in Favor 


Of No Cut in U.S. Foreign Aid Program 


Washington — Congress is now 
considering the mutual security 
appropriation — commonly called 
foreign aid. The President has re- 
quested about four billion dollars, 


half for military aid and half for 
economic aid. 


The chairman of the House sub- 
committee has threatened to cut 
the measure by a billion dollars. 
The President has stated that 
such a cut would be a tragedy. 


Who represents the opinion of 
the American people in this argu- 
ment, the President or the chair- 
man of the House subcommittee? 


The answer is quite clear. The 
American people, by a strong 
maojrity, want foreign aid to stay 
as it has been and not be cut. So 
do the majority of both the House 
and the Senate. 


In May, 1959, the Gallup Poll 
asked the question, “Is there any- 
thing the government should 
spend less on?” Forty-eight per 
cent of the American people said 
*“nothing.”” Only 17 per cent re- 
plied to cut foreign aid. 


In April, 1958, 60 per cent of 
the American people replied to 
the Roper Poll that foreign aid 
should be enlarged or kept as it 
is. Only 22 per cent said to cut 
the funds. 


The same figures prevail in 
Congress. During the past few 
years, 65 per cent of both sena- 
tors and representatives have 
supported foreign aid. Only a 
third have voted against it. 

This is a clear mandate to the 
House Appropriations Committee, 
if those members of it who vote 
for a deep cut in foreign aid wish 
to be guided by the American 
people. If they vote for a cut they 
are acting contrary to the wishes 
of the American people. 

The foreign aid program is es- 
sential to a free America in a 
free world. We dare not cut it at 
this time and many Americans 
ought to tell their congressmen 


right now that they believe this 
is true.

As to the Soviet Union itself 
ever having engaged in any in- 
telligence or espionage activities, 
Khrushchev, raising his hands 
above his head in grandiose in- 
nocence, told the conference: ‘‘As 
God is my witness, my hands are 
clean and my heart is pure.” 

The spy-plane incident itself 
does not seem an adequate ex- 
planation of Khrushchev’s conduct 
in Paris. Almost certainly it has 
an internal political purpose, per- 
haps designed at whatever the 
cost to the peace of the world, 
to retrieve waning power in the 
Kremlin.

“The Jim Crow 
cases that came before, important 
as they were, didn’t directly ap-

Board voted Tuesday to relax 
some of its relief policies to aid 
“hardship” cases and thus use up 
funds made available by a slight 
decline in monthly caseloads. 


The board voted the policy 
changes after Welfare Adminis- 
trator Wellborn R. Ellis said ex- 
penditures for general assistance 
cases have been running $3,000 un- 


der budget anticipations. 


Ellis said the decrease was not- | 


ed in March and April and is 
also evident 
far this month. 


3 CHANGES 


Anticipating that the board 
might want to make use of the 
extra funds in relieving hardship 
situations, Ellis said he consulted 
with the welfare staff on what 
policy changes might help the 
most. 


The board approved three of the 
recommended changes, but decid- 
ed against one of them. 


The approved changes were: 


1. To grant 30 days’ eaten | | 


assistance to women applicants 
60-65 years of age regardless of 
their work capability, 
partment can use every means to 
find work for them if they are 
employable.

2. To allow mothers in aid-to- 
dependent-children cases to get 
$25 monthly grants for their chil- 
dren in school who are 16-18 years 
old where, on verification of school 
authorities, the children are ‘‘do- 
ing the best work they can.”

SINCE THE STATION won't 
be on the air until Monday 
there’s no way of knowing how 
reception will be in the Atlanta 
area, but station officials say 
the signal should be good along 
the North Carolina border 
southward to the Macon area, 
and from Douglasville on the 
west to Lincolnton on the east. 
The fringe area will depend on 
local conditions, of course. 


In reaching out to Atlanta 
and Douglasville the station of- 
ficials have taken into consid- 
eration that TV sets will be 
equipped with rooftop antennas. 


“Channel 8 has its 1040-foot 
tower located on 1,000-foot-high 
Jack’s Creek Mountain in Wal- 
ton County. It will have an 
effective radiated power of 316,- 
000 watts, the maximum allowed 
on any channels between 7 and 
13,” said a station spokesman.

Laughton as Faithful Rabbi Relives 


Horrors of Nazis’ Warsaw Ghetto 


By THE TV SCOUT 


BEST BET—The long-awaited 
Rod Serling play about the War- 
saw ghetto in World War II is 
on Playhouse 90. 

“In the Presence of Mine En- 
emies”’ tells the story mostly 
through one family. Rabbi Ad- 
am Heller, played by Charles 
Laughton, is the spiritual leader 
of the community. He has seen 
so much tragedy he has “‘sim- 
ply run out of tears.” His an- 
swer to the Nazi brutality is 
faith and prayer. His son, 
played by Arthur Kennedy, has 
another answer—hate and ac- 
tion. 


Between the two is the rabbi’s 
daughter, played by Susan Koh- 
ner, who chooses escape. Other 
characters are Oscar Homolka, 
as a sympathetic Pole; George 
Macready and Robert Redford, 
representing two different types 
of Nazi soldiers; Sam Jaffee, a 
Jew driven to madness. 


All this unbelievable trag- 
edy is re-told here to make a 
point, which is voiced, strange- 
ly, by Macready as the domi- 
neering Nazi: “The memory of 
what we do to this ghetto will 
decay like a corpse.” It is Ser- 
ling’s feeling that the memory 
must be kept alive. CBS, shop- 
ping around for a technical ad- 
visor to help with the Jewish 
rituals, found a survivor of the 
Warsaw ghetto, Nathan Greio- 
witz, whose presence helped 
give this all an air of grim au- 
thenticity. “In the Presence of 
Mine Enemies” is not attractive 


viewing, but it is a reminder of 
one of the world’s shames. 8:30- 
10 (Ch. 5). 


7:30-8 (Ch. 11)—Music for a 
Spring Night, halved for the sec- 
ond straight week because of a 
documentary, goes in for band 
music. If you like band music, 
you'll like “Concert in the 
Park.” Paul Lavalle conducts 
his 40-piece Greatest Band in 
America in a concert with a 
bandstand setting. (No costumes 
for the band; the union rules 
provide for a higher pay scale 
if musicians are costumed, and 
this is a low-budget show.)

—the crippled boy, over-protect- 
ed by mother, who takes a big 
step toward independence.

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Small Bits 
Add On — 
The Pounds 


By JERRY KLEIN 
NEW YORK (WNS)—Two pea- 
nuts a day added to your daily 
diet can increase your weight 
a pound a year, said Dr. Her- 


bert Pollack of the New York 
University School of Medicine. 
He was pointing out that, while 
most people know that cake 
a la mode ean add pounds fast, 
few people realize that even 
small additional bits can in- 
crease weight. 


A pound a year can also be 
added by two extra stalks of 
celery—generally thought of as 
almost calorieless—each day, 
an additional saltine, a handful 
of radishes or even a small- 
sized carrot. 


A woman trying to reduce is 
wrong to exclude any one food 
or groups of foods, Dr. Pollack 
said. Even bread, potatoes, and 
fats are important for proper 
nutrition, he says. 


Dr. Pollack illustrates how 
important a little physical ex- 
ercise can be with the case of 
a stenographer whose office 
traded in its standard, mechan- 
ically operated typewriters for 
electric ones. Using the new 
machine required her to ex- 
pend 15 less calories per hour 
—energy she ordinarily burned 
up pounding the keys and re- 
turning the typewriter Car- 
riage. 


Over a six-hour working day, 
the stenographer saved 90 cal- 
ories with her new machine, or 
450 calories a week. ‘‘Assum- 
ing a constant food intake, she 
will be one pound heavier in 
less than three months just be- 
cause of this slight change in 
her daily activity,”” he said. 


“Because of such labor-saving 
devices, people are spending 
less and less energy in their 
daily activity. Not too long ago, 
the housewife spent 240 calories 
scrubbing the family wash and 


another 50 calories hauling it to | 


the line. Today, dumping the 
clothes in the automatic wash- 
‘er and tapping a button takes 
no more than 15 calories.’ The 
poundage increases quickly un- 
der those conditions. 

Golf is a fine exercise—even 
better if a woman totes her 
own clubs instead of riding the 
golf cart. Less than 10 such 
visits to the course can ac- 
count for losing an extra pound 
of weight. 

Dancing for an hour will take 
care of about 300 calories, the 
equivalent of a slice of lemon 
meringue pie. 

Swimming burns about 600 
calories an hour, and is one of 
the best sports activities of all 


for the weight-wary woman. | 


An hour in the water will can- 
cel out the damage done by an 
ice-cream soda or two.

“TI had to hire a taxi to take 
home the many gifts which the 
senators would bring me from 
their farms. The payola in those 
days was mostly food.” 


One of her prized possessions, 
besides her original appoint- 
ment, was the letter which came 
to her under the date of Oct. 
28, 1907, from Mr. Northen in 
which he re-appointed her Sen- 
ate stenographer. 


Two years later she married 
Joseph P. Schweibinz here at 
the Sacred Heart Roman Cath- 
olic Church and went to New 
York to live. 


“Now I am writing a book on 
the Civil War,”’ she said the 
other day. And I've always 
wanted to be a lawyer. I’m not 
too old to be one either, so I 
still have that to study along 
with my other interests.” 


Her “other interests’’ to name 
a few are writing songs, keep- 
ing an ear to the ground on the 
political situation, and keeping 
up with her children and grand- 
children.

For the first time in all the years I've been columnizing I let 
Mother’s Day go by without setting down one blooming word about 
motherhood. When I realized it I was overwhelmed. 


What's the matter, you down on mothers or something, I 
asked myself. Could it be that you've caught the bug that has 
infected so much of modern thought—the notion that mothers are 
the source of everything that’s wrong with the human race? 


Fortunately, before I could get too lathered up over the subject 
I got busy and forgot it. And now that Mother’s Day has come 
and gone I’m getting around to being really agitated over, of all 
things, grandmothers. 
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A lady named Lucy Train Worcester, writing in the Vassar 
Alumnae Magazine and reprinted in the Reader’s Digest, has come 
to the conclusion that it’s better for parents and pleasanter for 
everybody all the way ‘round for grandmothers to keep their dis- 
tance. She figures that a grandmother can’t really do anything 
that a paid baby-sitter or a neighbor can’t do better, and that the 
old girl is kidding herself if she thinks she is needed. 


She spoke feelingly of “‘grandparents wistfully angling for 
their children to spend vacations with them” and reported that 
she and her husband sold their summer place before any of their 
children married. She said quite candidly that she wasn’t crazy 
about taking a four-year-old to the zoo nor about having peanut 
butter spread on her pale yellow sofa. 


Her notion of being a grandmother is to visit her children in 
their own home, leaving when the babies become cross or quar- 
relsome, or to invite their daughter and her husband out for a gala 
* evening, leaving the children behind. 


, There are undoubtedly scores of beleaguered daughters-in- 
law who will rise up and call Mrs. Worcester blessed. This polite, 
detached brand of grandmothering is te be preferred, of course, 
to the old lady who swallows up her young like a big-mouthed 
bass inhaling minnows. But it alarms me to think that it might 
ever become a trend that grandmothers be no more to their 
grandchildren than a nice lady who comes to call. 


A grandmother, I submit, is a great deal more than an inept 
mother’s helper or a three-ring circus put on for the entertainment 
‘of her grandchildren. She is a link in that valuable, important 
chain—family. She is the custodian of family stores and customs, 
she remembers when mama was a baby and grandpa was a mere 
lad. 


She has been along the hazardous route of child-bearing and 
child-rearing ahead of you and she knows some things which 
comfort and strengthen you in time of trouble. 


Pain, she can tell you, ts inevitable but not insupportable. 
Laughter cures a great many more ills than worry ever could. 
Love ‘em, spoil ‘em, she can tell you, because if they have good 
sense it won't hurt them.

I can’t imagine rearing children without an old-fashioned 
kind of grandmother—one who tucks you to bed under quilts made 
by her grandmother, one who makes cookies and has pinks and 
prince feathers blooming in her yard. 


I couldn’t have come this far with my own children if, in mo- 
ments of family crisis, I hadn’t had this sensible, sturdy pres- 
ence of my own mother at my shoulder. She didn’t dress up and 
come to call. She packed her suitcase with cotton house dresses 
and apron and came to “do.”’ But even if she were a different 
kind of grandmother—a vain, silly, demanding fool—there are still 
things children could have learned from her. 


Consideration and care for an older person is about to van- 
ish from our way of life. Getting along with difficult people, 
loving and doing for them, instead of packing them off to an 
apartment by themselves or to an institution, can be important in 
the education of the young. 


A grandmother, like any relative, can be a pain in the neck. 
But I don’t thing that’s any reason for her to abdicate one of the 
most important posts in any family.

A. Good heavens, don’t lose 
your mind over such an insigni- 
ficant thing! The answer for you 
is nylon thread in your bobbin. 
Matching thread is best. Be 
sure to stitch on the right side 
of fabric using two rows of 
stitching, one on the seam line 
and the other ‘;"’ away (closer 
to the raw edge). Pull the two 
bobbin -threads together to form 
your ruffle. I don’t think you'll 


have much trouble now. 


Q. I always have trouble 
making dresses with set-in 
sleeves.

CHICAGO (#—Major league club owners, in a 
top level session, Tuesday gave unanimous sup- 
port to Commissioner Ford Frick’s planned 
bristling rebuttal to proposed federal legislation 
governing baseball. 


The nature of Frick’s scheduled statement 
before a Senate anti-monopoly subcommittee 
scheduled to open hearings Thursday in Wash- 
ington was not made public. 

However, Frick recently termed a proposal 
by Sen. Kefauver (D-Tenn) to bring baseball 
partly under anti-trust statutes as “vicious, dis- 


criminatory, disastrous and absolutely unaccept- 
able.” 


Galbreath said the owners talked about the 
projected Continental League “in a passive way.”’ 

Kefauver’s bill figures to aid the Continental 
League because it asks Congress to limit to 100 
the numbers of players any one major league 
club may control. Also, the bill stipulates that 
all except 40 of the 100 would be subject each 
year to unlimited draft by all other teams, in- 
cluding those in the Continental League. 


Galbreath said the American and National 
League owners have not altered their 10-point 


position concerning the Continental League taken 
at Columbus, Ohio, earlier this year. 


Representatives of the 16 major league clubs 
met more than five hours in an exclusive Chi- 
cago club. Newsmen and photographers were 


The discussions, Galbreath said, mainly intro- 
duced baseball’s top men to technical problems 
within the sport. 


“Fifty per cent of the owners are business- 
men who are not fully aware of baseball techni- 
calities,"" said Galbreath. “With this type of 
meeting they have become more fully informed 
on baseball problems. 


“It is quite possible we can vote on concrete 
matters when we meet again some time later 
this summer.” 


Topping said Frick’s planned statement in 
Washington was contained in ‘‘about two or three 
pages.”

Record for Month 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


Ice and snow notwithstanding, Georgians bought 
more new cars last March than in any other March 
in at least five years—11,166 of them. 


This not only topped the same 1959 month by 3,914, but also 
represented nearly half of all the new cars registered in Georgia 
in the first three months of 1960. 


Total volume in the biggest previous March sy 
of recent years was 9,349 in 1957. 2 


This year’s March figure was the highest in 
Georgia since last June, when statewide new 
car registrations hit 13,914. Nationally, however, 
March registrations were the highest for any 
month since December, 1955. 


But as compared with the same month of 
last year, Georgia new car sales this March 
were up much more sharply—nearly 54 per cent, 
versus almost 20 per cent nationally. 


Georgia's March surge pushed the state’s 
first quarter total to 23,843. 


That was only 43 over the first three months of 1959, a gain 
of less than two-tenths of 1 per cent as compared with the na- 
tion’s 13.2 per cent increase for the quarter.

Nationally, Chevrolet-Corvair led in first quarter sales, fol- 
lowed by Ford-Falcon, the imports, Plymouth-Valiant, Rambler, 
Pontiac, Oldsmobile, Dodge, Buick, Mercury, Cadillac, Studebaker, 
Chrysler, De Soto, Lincoln, Comet and Imperial. 


Import cars continued to claim a bigger share of Georgia’s 
new car market than the nation’s. 


Nationally the foreign makes accounted for 8.43 per cent of 
March registrations, and 8.78 per cent of the first quarter total. 

In Georgia, the imports snared 13.24 per cent of the March 
new car sales, wound up the first quarter with 13.83 per cent of 
the registrations. 


Looking ahead, history is on the side of expectations that the 
big March total soon will be topped. 


This very month, May, was the biggest new car sales month 
of the year in Georgia in each of the last three years, although in 
1959 it barely topped June. 


And July still stands as the biggest month in recent years, 
thanks to a peak of 30,419 for that month in 1956. 


The biggest volume in any month since then was 16,241 re- 
corded in the following May. However, there hasn’t been a year 
recently in which Georgians haven’t bought a minimum of 13,775 
new cars in at least one month.

Southern 
Hints Plans 
For Merger 


RICHMOND, Va. ##—President 
Harry A. De Butts told stock- 
holders of the Southern Railway 
Tuesday the air is “full of merg- 
ers and rumors of mergers. 


He said the Southern, like most 
other railroads, has merger ideas 
of its own but that it would be 
inappropriate to mention them 
now. Some mergers are “‘a little 
previous” and finally blow up 
and others are “entirely in 
order,”’ he said at the Southern’s 
annual stockholders meeting. 


He called the Virginian-Norfolk 
& Western merger “a _ good 
thing,”” and said, ‘“‘our own mer- 
ger with the Interstate is a 
wonderful thing.”’ (This was a 
reference to a Southern Railway 
effort to acquire the coal-haul- 
ing Interstate Railroad in south- 
west Virginia.) 


On the subject of the proposed 
Seaboard Air Line-Atlantic Coast 
Line merger, De Butts said, ‘We 
fear we will find that is detri- 
mental to the Southern unless an 
understanding of sorts is 
reached.”’ 


He assured stockholders on the 
merger question, ‘Southern is 
not asleep in that regard.” 


In a statement released after 
the meeting De Butts said, “It 
is possible that this will be a 
good earnings year for the com- 
pany. 


“But with the national economy 
more or less ‘marking time’ 
there is no certainty that traffic 
will be available in the necessary 
volume to break any records.”

Other airlines are believed to 
be receptive to the merger idea. 
Donald Nyrop, president of North- 
west Airlines, Inc., Monday said 


Ya/that line would be interested in 


merging with or acquiring another 
line. Merger has been suggested 
as a way for Capital Airlines to 
get out of its serious financial 
difficulties. 

In another development tied in 
with the higher costs of airline 
operations, C. R. Smith, president 
of American Airlines, said that 
line intends to file a proposal with 
the Civil Aeronautics Board this 
week for a fare increase.

OPINION SAMPLING 


A sampling of opinion indicated 
the experts figure that if world 
affairs don’t get worse, business 
will go along about as expected—a 
good year but not a boom. 


Here is what some of them had 
to say: 


Howard A. Prior of Robert Gar- 
ret & Sons, Baltimore, believes 
that if the hard Soviet line stands 
up it means increased govern- 
ment spending. 


“We probably will see further 
deficit spending and see stock 
market activity in cylical stocks 
and less interest in foods, utilities 
and other noninflationary issues,” 
he said. 


Joseph A. Jennings of the State 
Planters Bank of Commerce and 
Trust, Richmond, Va., feels busi- 
ness ‘‘will be good in all of 1960 
but there will be plateauing in the 
second half. If tension increases, 
it might be a stimulant through 
renewed defense expenditures.” 


“The summit crisis may kindle 
inflationary flames by causing an 
expansion of inventories and for- 
ward buying,”’ said William Kurtz 
of Paine, Webber, Jackson & Cur- 
tis, New York. “Inflationary 
thinking could spark speculative 
buying of defense shares arid cy- 
clical issues.” 


OUTLOOK BETTER 
Philip K. Anthony said his firm, 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., New York City, 


considers the outlook is for a 
stronger second half. 


“There has been a great change 
for stocks since the first of the 
year,”” he commented. ‘The ‘fa- 
vored 50’ stocks have gone down. 
Science stocks will continue to be 
popular with institutions. We think 
it is a trading market if you find 
the right stocks. We don’t think 
it’s a downward market.” 


ICC Backs 
Employes of 


Terminals 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — An In- 
terstate Commerce Commission 
examiner reaffirmed Tuesday the 
commission’s previous position 
that employes of the Atlanta Joint 
Terminals were protected under 
a 1957 agreement merging the 
Nashville, Chattanooga & St. 
Louis Railway into the Louisville 
and Nashville. 


The Louisville and Nashville 
has contended that employes of 
the Atlanta Joint Terminals, a 
service organization created in 
1904, were not eligible for bene- 
fits if ‘‘adversely affected” by 
the merger. It argued that At- 
lanta Joint Terminals was a 
separate business entity. 


But ICC examiner Hyman J. 
Blond said Atlanta Joint Termi- 
nals is “controlled directly by 
management representatives of 
the carriers which formed it’’ and 
is not a “‘separate entity.” 


Consequently, he said, its em- 
ployes are entitled to the labor 
protection provisions of the mer- 
ger agreement. But he said that 
this applied only to employes who 
had not been laid off before the 
merger.
